dent Pro Tempore Frye's gavel, signi- 
fying the conclusion of the extraor- 
dinary .session and the calling to order 
of the senate In the regular session of 
congress an appreciable lupse of time 
occurred. In this time the appoint- 
ments technically were made, they are 
regarded by the. administration as re- 
cess appointments and the appointees, 
therefore, will 
receive 
the pay and 


exercise all the authority of the rank 
to which they nrc promoted. 


The commissions of the army officers 


have been made out on this 
under- 


standing. 
All of them are dated back 


to the time last summer when the ap- 
pointments originally were mode. 


Secretaries Moody and Root had a

Davis Immediately lowered 
the flag 


over the consulate and formally broke 
off relations with the Turkish authori- 
ties by quitting Aiexnndretta. leaving

A mob of Moslems seized on 


the occasion to mnke a. hostile demon- 
stration against

consulate and 


against the Christians generally.

name of "ship of the desert" because 
It afforded the only means of transport- 
ing freight and baggage across the

droiiry snnd wastes of their country. 
As far bsck as history goes Ihe en rim I 
was carrying passengers and merchan- 
dise thrrugh the desert of Arabiit doun 
Into Egypt, and travelers^ who pass 
through 'he Suez canal see it doinp 
the sa:ne thing at this tiny. The track 
through the sands IK the same today as 
It \v:is in Hihle times. The Suez canal 
crosses camel routes at various pirn-en, 
but the curnviitiB arc- ferried over at 
these points and proceed precisely :',:i 
they did 4.000 years ai;o. 
From the 


Bhips in the caiml one may KCC cara- 
vans of camels, wi!h swr.vtliy Arab men 
In white turbans and ioo.-e while robes 
nnd veiled vuim-n so swathed in bbu-k 
that they look like bales of mourning 
goods. 


In tho Inrtre picture IP a family group 


or cnmeLs-'baby. mother and 
father. 


The young animal is two months old.; 
The mother camel stands beside her 
offspring. 
She Is probably os fond of 


it as any animal mother can be, but 
she Is certainly not handsome, as you 
see from her face in the picture. You 
will observe In the large picture that 
the little camel looks as if it had wool 
upon its back, while the mother has 
smooth hair, and npparently none too 
much of that. The old one has been 
losing her cont. 
During- the warm 


months grown camels shed their hair, 
which in winter grows long like wool. 
While the animal is shedding this long, 
soft hair the Arabs hulp along the op- 
eration by pulling it off In bunches. 
Then thoy card and spin it and weave 
it into blankets and cloth, from which 
garments are 
made. 
Camel'n 
hair 


blankets are very light and warm. A 
line camd's hair shawl often costs sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 


In the picture showing the baby 


ramel nnd its parents you observe that 
•?.-.ch of the thnv has a double hump 
upon Its back. This is because ihey are 
of the breed known as Bactrlan camels. 
The double hump is peculiar to them. 
You will noie thai in the illustration 
showing a group of camels with their 
Arabian keeper the animals have one 
hump instead of two. They are Ara- 
bian camels, whit-h are characterl/.ed 
by the single hump. Tin; dromedary is 
a variety of Arabian camel noted for 
its swiftness. But even a dromedary's 
speed is not very great. At its best it 
'.•an go no more than ten miles an hour. 


When RU Arabian camel or drome- 


dary Is to be ridden a o."ee.r sad die is 
strapped upon the very top of its hump. 
The animal is made 10 kneel down, and 


the person mounts nnd sits in the sad- 
dle. 
The animal's 
traveling gait is 


rough and awkward, no that the rider 
i« tilted and shaken this way and that 
till his muscles become pore and lame. 
It is not half so much fun as you might 
think. The camel Is not at al! a good 
niitiired beast either, and when It has 
to carry a passenger or a load of lug- 
gage it groans and squeals and sputters 
in a dismal way to show that it would 
not be rnnn'a servant If it could help It- 
self. 
You have heard perhaps that a 


camel ia patient. 
Well, It Is not the 


least bit so. On the contrary, It Is rath- 
er cross and sometimes bites its keepers 
and riders. It is a stupid creature, too; 
not so Intelligent as a mule. 


The hump on its back is composed of 


a fatlike substance. On long Journeys 
when the coarse herbage on which the 
camel feeds is scarce the hump shrinks 
away into almost nothing, going to 
nourish the animal. 
It is said 
from 


this that the 
cornel feeds upon its 


hump. When this decreases till it is al- 
most gone a long course of good feed- 
Ing is required to brine it back again. 


I wonder if when in an animal show

Flag Over the Consulate 


Was Hauled Down 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 
8.—The 


United States flag over the consulate 
at AlexandrettEU, Aslastlc Turkey, has 
been hauled down and consul Davis 
lie* left his post for Beirut In conse- 
quence of a serious diplomatic incident 
during which Jlr. Davis was Insulted 
and assaulted by the local police. 


The affair grew out of the arrest of 


an 
Armenian, Chaones Attarlan, a 


naturalized American citizen, 


Attarian 
had 
been 
In prison 
at 


Aleppo during the past two 
months 


and had Just been liberated 
through 


the intervention of the American con- 
sular agent, on condition of his leav- 
ing the country forthwith. Mr. Davis 
•was accompanying ,Attarian on board 
a departing steamer when the police In- 
tercepted the party, assaulted and in- 
sulted Mr. Davis and In spite of the 
resistance of the consul and his 
at- 


tendant guards, rcfirrested 
Attarian 


and took him back 
tu 
prison. Mr. 


Davis immediately lowered 
the flag 


over the consulate and formally broke 
off relations with the Turkish authori- 
ties by quitting Alexand/etta, leaving 
the consulate in charge of the 
vice 


consul. A mob of Moslems seized on 
the occasion to make a hostile demon- 
stration against 
the 
consulate 
and 


against the Christians generally. 


The Turkish authorities assert that 


Mr. Davis struck the police with a cane 
and that after the real-rest of Attarian 
the consular cavassea (military cour- 
iers) attempted to rescue him and that 
in the fracas which ensued the cavass- 
es broke the windows of the prison. 


The 
Turkish 
authorities 
further 


claim that Attarian, who is a native ot 
Dlarbeklr (Asiatic Turkey), has been 
travelling about the country with an 
Illegal passport. They also point out 
that 
the 
question 
of 
Armenians 


naturalized in'America returning to 
Turkey haa always been a source of 
trouble as the porte Invariably refuses 
to recognize naturalization. 


When Attarian was 
arrested 
J2500 


was found In his pocket. This, It Is 
believed, may have contributed to his 
arrest, the Turks suspecting him of 
being a, revolutionist. 


The matter is engaging the energetic 


attention of the United States lega- 
tion 
here. Minister

Porte nnd is now awaiting a fuller re- 
port before taking further steps. 


The outrage, it is anticipated 
here, 


will lead to strong action on the pan

If the physician sees any 
well defined symptoms of the disease he should use the anti-toxin at once. 
The delay of six hours may be sufficient to lot the disease

public mind and present thieves, highwaymen and bandits as heroes,

many boys and weak-minded men are influenced to 
disrespect 
law 
and 


frown upon decency. 


"These are the real causes' for the cnrnlval of crime which Is hovering 


over our city today. 
I do not refer to the newspapers, nnd we have them 


in Chicago, which are content with publishing truthful news and working 
for the moral and physical improvement of the city and its people." 


There is a good deal of truth in what the ex-governor says of 
the 


yellow journals. 
They stop at nothing and have no regard whatever for 


the truth when they see a chance to make 
a sensation 
hy 
distortion of 


facts. We had an example of this at the time of tho Tewksbury explosion 
•when the New York Journal came out with a screaming headline that 
fifty 


•were killed and that the water supply of the city had horn poisoned with 
sewage so that a plague was theutcnod. This is tho 
only yollow journal 


that comes daily to this city but the people are gradually becoming acquaint- 
ed with Its methods and ceasing to rend It, It appears In Lowell as an oven- 
ing paper although printed enrly in tlio morning and although it cannot pos- 
sibly have any of the day's nc\vs. 


But to return to the chargft made by ex-CJovornor 
Hamilton, 
there Is 


considerable truth in it. 


The yellow journals publish the most 
n.'inserUing details 
of 
hoinous 


crimes. Tho making horoos out of criminals H ono 
of 
tlio worst features 


of the yollow Journalism. That is the incentive to others to 
Imitate tho 


criminals. 


The decent journal will never exaggerate a crime. All crimes are had 


enough without being magnified. But tho yollow journal describes-nothing nn 
ft is. Everything bad is magnified, everything good minimized. 
Ono would 


Imagine that a premium was pet upon the publication of heinous crimes. 


Tho decent newspaper describes crime In a general way without golnK in- 


to too many suggestive details and without exaggeration. 


Tho crimes arc bad enough and numerous enough 
without being multi- 


plied In number and viclousnoss for the sake of being sensational. 
To 
the 


young, to the weak minded, tho excitable nnd those who yearn for notoriety 
Ihe yrlinw journal is a source of great danger. 


Beyond doubt, ox-Qov. Hamilton knows whereof hft speaks In this matter,

truthful, moderate and conservative accounts of crime.

The United States Geological Survey 


has recently completed a survey ot the 
Kenneboc river from the tide water at 
Augusta, to Moosehead Lake. 
This sur- 


vey shows the occurrence and location of 
a number of fine undeveloped water pow- 
ers. In almost-every place whore there 
are plants In operation from one-half to 
two-thirds of the power still goes to 
waste. 


At Augusta, a 17-foot doin furnishes 


about 20.000 horsepower, of which only 
flOOO horsepower ia used. Eighteen mile* 
up the rlvt:r, at Waterville, two darns use 
only a trifling part of an available head 
of 42 fetit, and at Falrfield, not more th;ui 
one-tenth of the power of a 16-foot dam 
is employed. Tho Fame Is true of tho 
12-foot dam at Shawmut, At Skowhej^nn. 
whore there is a fall in the river of 2'J 
feet, only TOi'O horsepower IK used. 
Between Norrld^ewock and 
Madison, 
there are sites that present fine opportu- 
nities for power development. 
Fur 
1)4 
miles above Solon, there are a «reat many 
rapids and shoals, which havo a total fall 
of 160 foot. Three miles above the Forks, 
the last settlement up river, is the first 
power, on Moxie Stream, with a vertical 
drop of Sii feet. For 4 miles below Indian 
Pond, the river gurso la very narrow, 
with -walla about aflo feet high. In this 
dlBtance there is a fall of 100 feet, with 
Bovpral excellent sites for power develop- 
ment. The outlets of both Indian Pond 
and Moosehpad Lake are controlled by 
crib dams that regulate the water for 
lumbering purposes. 
The survey was made by Messrs. A, T. 
Fowler, John (.'. Hyer, and T. J. Me- 
MaitRh. during last summer. In addition 
tn making a complete map plan of tho 
river, showing .ill the Islands and tho 
position of thp. hills on either side, the 
party mnde accurate determinations of 
the height nbove the ocean i>f the top 
nnd bottom of each rapid and fall. Thev 
left permanent brneh marks on which 
future surveys m;iy he based. Tho eleva- 
tion of Indian Potid was found to be. &J3 
feet, and of Moos.-liend iJikft 1019 foot.

disrespect 
law 
and 


frown upon decency. 


"These are the real caused for the carnival of crime which is hovering 


over our city today. 
I do not refer to the newspapers, nnd wu have them 


In Chicago, which are content with publishing truthful news nnd working 
for the moral and physical Improvement or the city nnd Us people." 


There Is a good deal of truth In what the ex-governor says 
of 
the 


yellow journals. 
They stop at nothing nnd have no regard whatever for 


the truth when they see a chance to make n sensation 
by 
distortion of 


facts. We had nn example of this at the time of the Tewksbury explosion 
when the New York Journal came ovit with a screaming headline that fifty 
were killed nnd that the water supply of the city had been poisoned with 
sewage so that a plague was theatcncil. This Is the 
only yellow Journal 


that comes daily to this city but the people are gradually becoming acquaint- 
ed with its methods and censing to read it. It nppcnrs in Lowell ns an even- 
Ing paper although printed early In (he morning and although it cannot pos- 
sibly have any of the day's new*. 


But to return to the clmrgs made by ex-flnvernor 
Hamilton, 
there Is 


considerable truth In it. 


Tile yellow journals publish the most 
nauseating details 
nf heinous 


crimes. The making hcrnr.i out of criminals is one of the worst features 
of the yellow journalism. That Is the incentive to others to Imitate the 
criminals. 


The decent Journal will never exaggerate 
a crime. All crimes are bad 


enough without being magnified. But the yellow jnnTnal describes.nothing ns 
It is. Everything had Is magnified, everything good minimized. 
One would 


Imagine that a premium wns set upon the publication of heinous crimes. 


The decent newspaper descriltes crime In a general way without going in- 


to too mnny suggestive details nnd without exaggeration. 


The crimes are bad enough and numerous enough 
without being multi- 


plied In number and vlclouaness for the sake of being sensational. 
To 
the 


young, to the weak minded, the excitable nnd those who yearn for notoriety 
the yellow journal Is a nourco of great danger. 


Veyond doubt. cx-Oov. Hamilton knows whcroof hn speaks In this matter, 


hut his charge, nn he makes plain, does not npply to the papers that publish 
truthful, moderate nnd conservative accounts of crime. 


Such accounts are benellclnl rather thnn tho reverse na 
notifying 
tho 


public nt liiritc In order that steps may be taken to a.pprc'hoiid tho criminal* 
or ftrrann-) for the prevention of the crlmoa,

BV U. S. GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


The United States Geological Survey 


has recently completed a survey of the 
Konneboe, river from the tide water at 
Augusta, to Moosehead Ijake. 
This sur- 


vey shows the occurrence and location of 
a number of fine undeveloped water pow- 
ers. In almost-every place where there. 
are plants In operation from one-half to 
two-thirds of the power still goes to 
waste. 


At Augusta, a 17-foot dam furnishes 


about 2d.OOO horsepower, of which only 
4000 horsepower Is used. Eighteen miles 
up the rlvnr, at Watervillo, two tUtnis use 
only a trifling part of an available lit'atl 
of 42 foot, and at Falrfleld. not more than 
one-tenth of the powor of a 16-foot Jam 
is employed. The same Is true of the 
12-foot dam at Shawmut. At Skuwhenaii, 
where thore Is a fall in the river o£ 20 
feel, only TOi'O horsepower Is ust'd. 
Between Norrldgewock and 
Madison, 
there aro sites that present fine opportu- 
nities for power development. 
For 24 
miles ab'ivc Solon, there are a Kreat iiuiny 
rapids and shoals, which have a total fall 
of 160 feet. Three miles abovo tho Forks, 
the last settlement up river. Is the first 
power, on Moxie Stream, with ii vertical 
drop of 85 feet. For 4 miles below Indian 
Pond, tlie river gurgo Is very narrow, 
with walla about I.**) feet high. In tills 
dlRtance there Is a fall of 100 feot. with 
several excellent sites for power develop- 
ment. The outlets of both Indian Pond 
and Moosehead Lake arc controlled by 
crih duma thnt regulate the water for 
lumbering purposes. 
The mirvey was made by Messrs. A, T. 
Fowler, John C. Hyer. and T. J. Mc- 
Maugh. during last summer. In addition 
to making a complete map plan of tlio 
river, showing all the Islands and tlio 
position of the hills on either side, tho 
party made accurate determinations "C 
the height nbove the ocean of the top 
nnd bottom of each rapid and fall. They 
left permanent b^nch marks on which 
future surveys may be based. Tho eleva- 
tion of Indian Pond was found to bo !»33 
feet, und of Mooflebead I^ake 1029 feet.

In the lame picture Is n family ermip 


of camels-baby, mother and father. 


The young animal is two months old. 
The mother camel stands beside her 
offspring. 
She is probably as fond of 


it as any animal mother can be. but 
she is certainly not handsome, as you 
see from her face in the picture. You 
will observe in the iarKo picture that 
the little camel looks as if it had wool 
upon its back, while the mother has 
smooth hair, and apparently none too 
much of that. 
The old one has been 


losinK her coat. 
During the 
warm 


months Frown camels shed their hair, 
which in winter crows long like wool. 
While the animal is sheddinK this long, 
soft hair the Arabs help along the op- 
eration by pulling It off in bunches. 
Then they cart] and Fpin it and weave- 
it into blnakets and cloth, from which 
Garments are 
made. 
Camel's 
hair 


blankets arc very light and warm. A 
fine camel's hair shawl often costs sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 


In the picture showing- the baby 


c.imel and its parents you obsf-rve that 
each of the three has a double hump 
upon Its back. This is because they are 
oC the breed known as Hadrian camels. 
The double hump Is peculiar to them. 
You will note that in the illustration 
showing a group of camels with their 
Arabian keeper the animals have one 
hump instead of two. They are Ara- 
bian camels, which are characterize'!! 
by the sinsle hump. The dromedary is 
a variety of Arabian camel noted for 
its swiftness. 
But even a dromedary'., 


speed is not very Krcat. At its best It 
can so no more than ten miles an hour. 


When an Arabian <nmel or drome- 


clary is to be ridden a queer saddle Is 
strapped upon the very top of its hump. 
The animal is made to kneel down, and

the person mounts and altn in the sad- 


dle. 
The animal's traveling gutt is 


rough iiiid awkward, BO that the rider 
is tilted anil shaken this way and. that 
till his muscles become sore and lame. 
It IP not half so much fun us you might 
think. The cornel is not at all a good 
natured beast either, nnd when it has 
to carry a passenger or a load of lug- 
gage it groans and squeals and sputters 
in a dismal way to show that it would 
not be man's servant if it could help it- 
self. 
You have heard perhaps that a 


camel Is patient. 
Well, it is not the 


least bit so. On the contrary. It Is rath- 
er cross and sometimes hites its keepers 
and riders. Jt Is a stupid creature, too; 
not so intelligent as a mule. 


The hump on its back is composed of 


a fntlike substance. On long journeys 
when the coarse horbagp on which the 
camel fer.ls la scarce the hump shrinks 
away into almost 
nothing. RoInR to 


nourish the animal. 
It is nnid from 


this that the camel feeds upon its 
hump. When this decreases till it is al- 
most gone a long course of good feed- 
ing is required tn bring It back again.
